In  1349  or  50  ^onjamin  Alwood  'with  two  sons  Jack  and 
L‘u&i  settled  so utii  of  iS.nl to.  Ihe  Alwood  family  had 
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had  some  money  and  entered  a  lot  of  the  best  land  in 
tae  township.

-^rom  various  causes  they  became  unpopular  with 
tneir  neighbors  .  Hie  feeling  grew  until  it  culminat# 
ea  in  open  demonstrations  and  in  1854  a  party  in 
disguise  av/aited  on  the  A1  woods  and  informed  them  £$ 
they  must  leave  the  county. 

Alwoods  told  them  they  had  come  to  stay  and 
did  not  intend  to  be  frightened  away  .  ^ot  long  after 
ward  a  crop  of  wheat  w/as  burned  in  the  stack  .It  was 
impression  that  the  Alwoods  knew  some  thing  about 
burning^  of  the  vheat  and  the  Alwood  crop  was  burn 
retaliation.

He  had  two  houses  on  his  farm  and  intended  to 
keep  his  children  by  hi3  first  marriage  in  one  and  he 
and  --ary  Jane  would  live  in  the  other,  While  he  was 
gone  to  be  married  one  of  the  houses  burned  so  all 
had  to  live  in  one  house.  This  did  not 

work  out  so  Ezra  and  Mary  Jane  separated.

Jane  (Mo Hie)  and  Ada. 

Mrs  Meeher  and  I  talked  about  Hi  is  marriage 
die  being  one  of  Ezras  younger  children  I  told  her 
who  Mary  Jane  was  and  she  was  surprised.  Owing  tc  the 
heart  ache  and  there  being  no  issue  sice  did  not  men¬ 
tion  the  marriage.  I  can  see  no  harm  in  so  doing  now 
and  it  might  clear  up  complications  of  official 
documents  coming  out  some  latet  time. 


Tli ere  was  a  great  deal  of  smnity  among 
the  relatives  at  Canton  ,  the  A 1  wards  , 

Pools  and  Colemans.  The  Pools  and  Colemans  were  relate 
ed.  and  tie  Pools  and  Alward s  were  related,  and  tie 
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Lawrences  were  tied  in  too.  There  was  an  emnity  and  %§ 
feeling  that  has  lived  down  to  tie  present  day  among 
those  who  lived  during  tie  time  of  the  trouble.  There 
was  no  relationship  between  our  branch  of  tie  A1  wards 
and  tie  Colemans*.  Elizabeth  Pocll  an  aunt  of  Johannah 
Pool  Alv/ard  married  Jorm  Coleman  •  The  Pools  did  not 
approve  of  that  marriage*  The  only  shipping  ^ohannah* 
Ho ol( s  father  ever  gave  her  was  when  she  ran  off  and 
went  to  see  her  "Aunt  Betsey  Coleman."  Betsey  and  Jo¬ 
hanna!!.  always  had  a  great  regard  for  one  anotier.

L’radu  -ted  from  the 
University  of  Cambridge  ,  about  1669;  a  medical  writer 
of  distinction  and  Court  physician  to  Charles  II  and 
later  to  Q,ueen  Ann.  Enormous  tracts  of  land  in  America 
were  granted  him  by  the  Ling  •  One  of  them  including 
all  the  territory  between  the  21st  and  the  36th 
lells  of  latitude  and  extending  from  the  Atlantic  to 
tiie  Pacific  Ocean.

__  He  afterward  acquired  large  landed  interests  in 
Hew  Jersey  and  in  1687  became  Proprietary  Governor  of 
the  western  division  of  that  Province*  ruling  by  proxy 
until  1691  when  he  surrendered  the  Governorship*  retain¬ 
ing  however  his  interest  in  the  propriety. 

In  169 G  he  bo  ugh  t  from  Thomas  Coc,of  London  one  of 
the  East  Jersey  Proprieties  ,  his  interest  consisting  of 
one  twenty  fourth  part  of  the  entire  territory. 

These  purchases  made  him  the  largest  land  holder  in 
the  Jerseys  ,,  his  possessions  extending  from  Cape  May 
on  the  south  to  the  northern  bo  undry  of  the  present 
state  of  Hew  Jersey. 

During  all  of  this  period  he  was  a  staunch  defend# 
er  of  the  prerogatives  of  the  Crown  of  the  Church  of 
England  and  was  deeply  interested  in  the  establishment 
of  one  of  the  earliest  organisations  of  that  Church  'Lac# 
located  near  Cape  May  ,  in  the  province  of  Meat  Jersey.

In  Lie  following  year  vixen  St  Gary’s  Church  of 
Burlington  was  chartered  ,  he  became  one  of  Lie 
incorporators  .  About  trie  same  time  ,  he  was  once

It  was  republished  in  1727  and  in  1741 
On  his  return  to  Hew  Jersey  ,  he  again  became 
emersed  in  political  affairs  and  about  1724  drew  up 
his  plan  of  union  of  the  colonies  some  thirty  y### 
years  before  Franklin  proposed  the  same  thing  in 
the  Assembly  at  Albany. 

In  1725  he  was  candidate  for  the  Assembly  from 
Burlington  and  on  ^une  25  of  that  year  ,  his  wife 
doed  at  the  age  of  55.  _ 

Col. Cox  was  prominent  in  Masonic  circles  and, 
was  the  first  to  be  honored  with  the  office  of  Prov 
vincial  Grand  Master  Of  The  Order#  for  Hew  York,  Hew 
Jersey,  and  -Pennsylvania,  to  which  he  was  chosen  in 
1730.  In  1734  he  was  made  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  XHew  Jersey  by  the  appointment  of  Gov.

I  have  in  ray  possession  a  number  of  urange  sheetscdf 
paper  issued  by  Alfred  Vail  which  he  sent  to  my  grand 
f airier  in  the  1850s  giving  early  Vail  data  and  asking 
for  later  data  to  be  sent  to  him. 

After  the  death  of  Alfred  Vail  ,  the  letters  writ¬ 
ten  in  reply  to  his  queries  were  bound  into  twenty  fi 
five  volumes  and  are  called  MTL'E  ALYA  HD  VAIL  MAUL- 
SCRIPTS"  They  are  the  original  letters  and  are  depose

To  get  to  this  cemetery  Go  on  the  hard  road  from 
Yra±es  City  Ill  to  Galesburg  Ill.  It  is  ITo  9  now. 

Elien  you  cone  to  the  four  corners  south  of  the 
Ison  Cemetery  (G'ilson  _l1I )  keep  on  die  hard  road 
the  next  gravel  road  whiidh  is  from  40  to  80  rods 
farther  vest  .  Turn  to  the  right  or  no r hi ,  and  go  to  ^ 
the  first  road  going  east  ahout  Igto  2  miles  Turn  pig# 
right  or  east  and  go  till  you  come  to  the  fork  in  the 
road.  Take  the  south  fork,  ^ookn  over  to  the  hill  to 
the  south  and  you  will  see  the  cemetery  over  on  a  #2pq-l 
knoll  ahout  20  rods  from  the  road.  There  is  a  grass  ^ 
covered  lane  and  a  gate  to  go  through  hut  we  walked  UPM 
down  thru  the  cornfield  as  it  seemed  to  he  the  safer 
course . 

Do  not  wear  any  good  clothing*  for  when  I  was 
there  in  Sept.  It  was  high  grass,  black  berry  briars 
arid  groung  hog  holes.
